The working of the leaven of Christian 
ideals in far corners of the earth as told by 
Stanley High, associate secretary of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, made a story 
of absorbing interest when he addressed the 
congregation assembled at the West Parish 
church on last Sunday morning. Mr. High, 
who with his wife, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Granville K. Cutler of Lowell street, has just 
returned from a year’s trip around the world, 
had unusual opportuniites of meeting per- 
sons of influence in many countries and 
brought to his hearers the result of his first- 
hand observations in Africa, India, China 
and Japan. 

In Africa, the 100,000,000 people are 
surely setting their feet on the road to a 
civilization. Some kind of civilization is very 
definitely coming, but a great responsibility 
lies with the white man as to what kind of a 
civilization it is to be. Thousands of blacks 
are every year brought from the bush to 
Johannesburg to work in the mines where 
the surroundings provided by white men 
pander to their lower natures. But wherever 
white men have gone to do evil, white men 
have also gone to do good and Mr. High 
believes that the Christian missionary is the 
one unselfish agent proving that idealism is 
not dead, The blacks are not bound to the 
land as among some primitive peoples, and 
when a man in a non-Christian village is 
converted, he can pick up his family, his 
goods, and his chattels and move to a 
Christian village. 

Mr. High told of a curious custom in some 
African churches, that of holding a “trouble 
night’? when the sins of omission and com- 
mission on the part of its members are 
reviewed and the elders mete out reprimands 
and punishments, acting both as judge and 
jury, the system apparently having a salutary 
effect on the life of the community. The 
churches are not only monuments to the 
efforts of the missionaries, but milestones in 
Christian endeavor toward a finer civiliza- 
tion, 

The civilization and religion of India, Mr. 
High was disappointed in. He had looked 
for a spiritual atmosphere, but although he 
found it a country in which it was easy to 
talk about religion, it was very difficult to 
accomplish anything by its means. In the 
Mohammedan religion all idea of human 
helpfulness is lacking, its tenets having only 
to do with man’s tion to his God and 
nothing whatever to do with his relations to 
his fellowmen, which to a Christian is no 
religion at all. The caste system separates 
those who might help, from those who need 
help by an impenetrable barrier, making 
their civilization a failure in human terms. 
And as for the spiritual atmosphere, the 
chase for the almight: since is quite as keen 
as that in America for the almighty dollar. 
On the day when Mr. High had an interview 
with Ghandi, he was beset by the problem of 
a mad dog epidemic in a certain village. The

December 10, 1926. 
Dear Mother: 

We have at last begun to dig. We began 
last Wednesday—the first of our week.

He would 
grab one here and there and yank him out of 
the struggling mass, and about a dozen un- 
tapped ones would come along and sneak in, 
too. Then the fun was to try to remember 
which ones were which, and throw the wrong 
ones out again. You ought to have heard 
the old whips cracking! 
what look like nighties—long, flowing robes. 
They would crowd in and the guards would 
go for them with their whips and you ought 


to see them scatter like mad, and fall all over 


themselves and each other and drop their 
baskets. W. would see one he wanted in 


the middle of the crowd; so he’d get his whip 


going down around their bare feet, and beat 
a path through to the person he wanted, 
and grab him and haul him out—and try not 
to let any other come along too. As each 


youngster got hauled out he would grin like 
the devil. One would almost think that they 


were a bunch of Yale Juniors being tapped 
for “Skull and Bones”. It does mean every- 
thing in the world to them, too. They get 


three piasters a day (15c) and they certainly 
earn it.

The dusty bank will cave 
in with a big cloud and every time a basket- 
ful of that dry dirt is emptied, up goes 
another cloud. Soyou can imagine what it is 
like. But with the two foremen standing 
over them with whips, and every once in 
a while giving somebody a “speeding up 
tap”; all this, with two temples within a 
couple of stones throw away, surely does 
remind one of the old times and what they 
might very well have been like. 

The boys don’t carry much at one time, 
but they go along steadily all day. They are 
the ones who really work hard—the men 
They have tried having 
men carrythe baskets. They wi!l carry much 
heavier loads at a time, but are very slow over 
the uneven ground and get in each others’ 
way. ‘These little fellows are very nimble 
and quick, and once you get them into some 
kind of order in their lines they are really 
pretty good. Tor instance, on their own 
accord, they will walk over the same ground 
going and coming with their dirt and empty 
baskets; so that those going to dump get 
in the way of those returning. So we put up 
a couple of rocks where they are dumping 
and make them stay inside them going up 
and then swing outside and around on their 
way back. 

Sometimes they sing as they work. When 


you are right there it doesn’t sound so good, 


but from the house, here, about a third of a 
mile away it sounds very good, It comes in 
just as clear as a bell. They are working 
right under a high cliff which reflects the

You also get a feeling that it has a depth 
to it—a sort of tonal perspective, so to speak. 
It sounds more than anything else like a 
male choir singing in a huge Cathderal a long 
way from one. For Bill’s benefit, I shall say 
that it sounded a lot like the Cathedral 
Scene in “Parsival”, to which he took me 
some years ago. It is a very hard thing to 
describe, but you may get my idea. I wish 
you could hear it. Itis really very interesting 
indeed. 
has an awful voice but then. He starts off 
with a line, and then all the others come in 
after him and repeat it. He does that for 
a certain length of time and then shifts to 
another line and so on. The tune shifts too. 
The tune is very simple and really quite 
melodious. 

These songs can be divided into two 
classes: Folk lore songs; and definite Work 
songs. The former first. These are, at least 
many of them are, tales from the Arabian 
Nights, etc. They tell the story of some fair 
pace and just as fair a prince who fall in 
ove. And others all about the glories of the 
former Alexandria, etc. The ‘choir leader” 
carries the story forward one line at a time, 
and the others come in in a kind of chorus 
after him. The whole scheme is all carefully 
worked out. Sometimes the group repeats 
the leader’s line—but not very often, usually 
they repeat a kind of fixed chorus over and 
over about six times or so, and then suddenl 
shift to a new line. This new line is meodi- 
cally different. Thiw new line is sung once 
only, and then the next time they return to 
“standard chorus”’. 

The Work songs go something like this: 
It’s hard life, this is damn hard work we are 
doing, too. Oh, please Mr. Foreman don’t 
drive us so hard. We are small and tired; 
don't beat us so. Then, just before sun- 
down—when they all stop work—they have 
a special one which goes more like this: 
“The sun is sinking. It has almost gone 
down behind the hills. Why do you kee 
us working any longer? It is time to quit 
now. Why don’t you let us go now?” 

There are two more things which I hope 
to see before long. ‘These are two celebra- 
tions known as a Sikkr and a Fantiszia. 
They are more along religious lines, and 
rather weird. ‘The Sikkr is a mixture of 
song and dance performed the night before 
and the night al. a full moon. I have for- 
gotten just for the moment what the other 
one is, but it is something like a Sikkr. The 
whole trouble or the good part of it all—if 
you look at it that way—is that the Arabic 
scale is entirely unlike ours. It has a curious 
mixture of quarter tones in it which are 
rather confusing for a while. One of their 
instruments is a mixture of two flutes or a 
cut-down pan pipe. It consists of two pipes, 
of unequal length, blown into from the end— 
like a clarinet. One pipe is about two feet 
long and the other about four or five. The 
long one corresponds to the drone of a bag- 
pipe. There is no bag, however, but the 
player makes one out of his cheeks, The 
shorter pipe is used for the different notes. 
They have syncopation and all the other 
pleeennt things of life. I rather like what

Yesterday was our first pay day since the 
real work began. ‘The whole job of paying 
off about three hundred men and boys took 
about an hour and a half. They took all our 
money away from us too. Over one hundred 
Egyptian pounds or about five hundred 
dollars. The money has to be counted when 
one of the native servants brings it from the 
bank—that is the worst part of the whole 
thing. It comes in what would correspond 
to our halves, quarters, dimes, and nickles. 
The greatest trouble is that there are several 
coins, all of the same size but of different 
value. When they are badly worn, as many of 
them are, it is rather confusing at first. I 
underpaid two of the boys yesterday due to 
the fact that some of the coins got mixed 
up. I assume that it was my fault since I am 
the least experienced at guessing at their 
value. 

The work goes on but nothing has turned 
up. It is mostly a question of moving a huge 
pile of dirt—which forms the Causeway for 
one of the tombs up on the hill. There may 
be something under and there may not.

CLIMATE AND BUSINESS 


Babson Reports on Weather Conditions 

Omaha, Nebraska, July 8, 1927. Roger 
W. Babson is again in the Central West on 
his way to the Pacific Coast. In May, Mr. 
Babson toured the States of Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri and all of the Southem 
States returning to Massachusetts the middle 
of June. He now is starting West again on 
his bay to the Pacific Coast. He will return 
East through Washington, Idaho, Montana, 
South Dakota, and Minnesota. In this 
week’s interview Mr. Babson discusses from 
first hand observation the weather situation 
throughout this great agricultural area of the 
United States. 


Importance of Weather 


“Business men and investors make a 
great mistake in thinking that bank clearings, 
railroad earnings, foreign trade, and other 
so-called business barometers have anything 
to do with making business good or bad 
Such statistics merely register the condition 
of business for the time being. The factors 
represented by these statistics have no more 
to do with making business good or bad than 
a thermometer has in making weather hot or 
cold. This brings up the question what does 
cause these barometers to change or what 
does cause business to go up and down? The 
answer is that business varies in accordance 
with changes in the desires of people and 
that climate, health and intelligence are the 
three greatest factors in changing and devel- 
oping the desires of the people. Further- 
more, climate is even a factor in the develop- 
ment of the health, religion, and intelligence 
of a nation. Hence the great importance of 
climate. However, in discussing climate 
today I will not further comment on this 
great fundamental significance of climate 
over a series of generations; but rather con- 
fine myself to its direct effect from year to 
year on the nation’s prosperity. In other 
words, I’ll discuss the weather condition of 
the United States for the past six months and 
the effect of the same on business and invest- 
ments, 

“First let me say that for some years 
certain of the weather experts have been 
forecasting that 1927 or 1928 would be the 
coldest year that this country has witnessed 
for at least fifty years and perhaps one 
hundred, It is true that the U. S, Weather 
Bureau did not coincide with this question; 
but many responsible meteorologists did. 
This prediction was based on the assumption 
that certain sun spots are affecting the sun’s 
radiation which cools the ocean currents 
below normal and which ocean currents 
materially affect the winds which sweep over 
the land, These winds really determine the 
weather. These weather prophets have 
claimed that this country might even see a 
repetition of that year (over a hundred years 
ago) which has been known throughout 
history as the ‘year without a summer,’ 
This was the year when New England and 
New York State had frosts every month and 
when it was impossible to mature corn in 
many of these states. With this cold 
weather was forecasted very radical moisture 
conditions such as floods, droughts, cyclones, 
etc. Of course those who do not take such 
forecasts seriously, state that every few 
years we have floods, droughts, severe winds 
or abnormal calms. On the other hand, it 
should be frankly stated that really not 
sufficient data on the sun’s radiation today 
exists to serve as evidence for either those 
who believe in long range weather forecast- 
ing or those who do not. Some day such 
data will be available and we then can dis- 
cuss definitely long range weather forecast- 
ing. My only reason for mentioning this 
subject today is to show that the abnormal 
conditions of the past few months were 
either intelligently or by chance forecasted 
by certain weather prophets, 


1927 Weather Conditions 


“Although 1927 has not witnessed any 
such cold weather thus far as Browne and 
other weather prophets gloomily foretold, yet 
it must be admitted that the weather con- 
ditions for the past twelve months have been 
abnormal. ese abnormal conditions 
started with the Miami hurricane, followed 
in a few months by the Florida freeze, which 
extended well up into the Southern States. 
During the Spring almost every section of 
the country has received either less rain or 
more rain that it has received for years. 
For instance, Florida, Georgia and certain 
other Southern States have been abnormally 
dry; while the Missouri and the Mississippi 
valleys have been deluged as never before. 
Moreover, certain parts of the country which 
usually suffer from insufficient rainfall are 
this year enjoying excellent rainfall. While 
writing this statement my train is ing 
through the sandhills of Western Nebraska. 
Although farmers in other sections of the 
country are discouraged, I find the farmers 
in this dry region of Nebraska happier than 
they have been for years. The excess rain- 
fall gives them the outlook for the best crop 
that perhaps they have ever had. Yet it is 
only in accordance with the law of action and 
re-action that if one part of the country is 
suffering from drought, some other part of 
the country should have an excess of rain, 
This is on the principle that we cannot have 
hills without ne valleys. This funda- 
mental law of nature applies to all depart- 
ments of life. Hence it can be said that for 
any section which is now suffering from lack 
of moisture, we can name other sections that 
are especially prosperous owing to excess of 
moisture, In other words, taking the

country as a whole, neither the rain nor the 
drought per se should have much effect on the 
total production for 1927 provided the crops 
now planted mature. 


Possibilities of Early Frosts 


“This brings me to the real danger now 
confronting the farmers of the great Central 
West which is the possibility of early frost. 


* | The excess rains and the cold Spring greatly 


delayed planting. Furthermore, the cold 
weather of last month has greatly retarded 
the growth of crops, especially the growth of 
corn, As far East as Ohio I found the com 
to be very late. Throughout Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Iowa and Nebraska corn, which 
normally on July 1 should be knee high, 
was only from 4 to 6 inches high. This is due 
to the late planting and the cool weather 
since planting, It is true that recently the 
country has witnessed some very hot days; 
but it will take many more of these hot days 
before the corn crop of the great Middle West 
can catch up to normal. Everywhere the 
crops are late although they look splendid. 
I have never seen a year when the seed has 
germinated so well as it has this season. 
There are no blank spots in the farms and 
everywhere the grass is green; but everything 
is very late. This means that an early frost: 
woul be very serious to the agricultural 
sections of the great Central West. This 
also means that an early frost would be very 
detrimental to general business throughout 
the country as the farmers are the real 
producers of wealth. The prosperity of the 
nation as a whole specially the prosperity of 
the manufacturing centers of the East, 
depends on the prosperity of the farmers, 
Some of the financial interests say that this 
early frost is inevitable and they are now 
buying grains on the Chicago Board of Trade 
and selling stocks on the New York Stock 
Exchange in view thereof. Such early frosts 
may come; but I believe that all ‘forecasts’ 
in connection therewith are mere guesses. 

“The abnormal weather conditions of this 
year have brought about other benefits of 
which I will mention three. First, these 
rains have greatly improved pasture. I 
never travelled through the Central West 
in July when the pastures looked so green as 
they do at present. 1927 should show a 
record hay crop and be a splendid year for 
cattle and livestocks of all Finds. armers 
who carry on diversified farming should es- 
pecially benefit from the good livestock con- 
ditions this year. Second, the electric power 
companies are benefiting from the increased 
water supply. ‘This applies primarily to 
those companies with hydro-electric de- 
velopments; but even those companies 
dependent wholly on steam are very glad of 
an excess water so as to be sure of sufficient 
condensing facilities. Third, the abnormal 
weather conditions have helped certain man- 
ufacturers, jobbers, and merchants to dispose 
of goods which they have been carrying for 
some time. Although the late Spring has 
retarded the sale of summer goods, yet it has 
helped the sale of other goods and every 
cloud has a silver lining. Therefore, I repeat 
that the great agricultural sections of this 
country look better than perhaps they ever 
looked this time of year before and with late 
frosts the country should again enjoy good 
crops. However, early frosts in the corn 
belt might do considerable damage. 


General Business Outllook 


“TI find the farmers considerably encour- 
aged by President Coolidge spending the 
summer in South Dakota, This pleases the 
Central West very much and has developed 
an optimism which did not exist six months 
ago. I hope that the President will cheer u 
the South likewise by spending a month this 
next Winter in Georgia, Florida, or South 
Carolina, I say this after all 
‘spirit’ is a very important factor in the 
prosperity of a State or an industry, The 
great Central West has always possessed rich 
agricultural soil and other great natural ad- 
vantages; but this soil and these other re- 
sources were of no use until turned over by 
ploughs held by men with faith, courage, 
and vision, Without these spiritual quali- 
ties even the three basic factors of climate, 
health, intelligence, mentioned above, are of 
little avail. Hence it is very important— 
in this period of the business cycle, and while 
the Babsonchart is above normal, it now 
registering 4 per cent above normal—that 
these spiritual qualities should be strength- 
ened.”

Everybody interested in gardening, commer- 
cial or otherwise, is invited to visit the station 
for the purpose of observing the scientific 
work in progress as related to vegetable 
productions. * 

A complete assortment of gardening tools 
and iiacittery will be on display. Motor 
cultivators, hand cultivators, weeders, seed- 
ers, sprayers, dusters, five different makes of 
irrigation systems, and all manner of equip- 
ment necessary in modern vegetable farmin 
will be at the disposal of visitors for actua 
trial under practical conditions. Trying 
before buying may save disappointment. 

Specialists will be available for personal 
consultation on plant diseases, insect pests 
soil fertility, greenhouse management and 
other problems of the grower. Bring your 
sample of disease and insect injury along with 
you for diagnosis. If you suspect that cer- 
tain areas of your soil are sour bring samples 
of the soil and it will be tested for you, and 
treatment recommended. 

A new line of experiments and demonstra- 
tions is under way and will prove of interest 
to everybody. P

VALUE OF MONEY 


Highly Important Point in 
Education. 


“How can we make the 
members of our family value the dol- 
lar?” writes a mother. Eve ed 
Adam that question the first time Oain 
wanted a dime to buy a new string 
for his bow at the Ten Cent store, 

“I don’t dare let Johnnie buy his 
own clothes,” writes a fond mother, 
“because he gets such poor values for 
his money.” Of course, Johnnie is up 
against it. He has to wait until he is 
almost a man before he learns how to 
buy and get his money's worth; before 
he learns that money {s a trust and 
has to be earned by some one before 
{t {s spent. 

There are some things that parents 
must do if they want their children 
to have a sense of money value. 

Give your child some work to do 
and pay him just what he earns. It 
was a wise father who sald he would 
give anyone a dollar who would give 
his boy a chance to earn a quarter, 

Every child should have a part in 
planning the family budget. That ex- 
perience will teach him the need of 
care in the spending of money. The 
time to begin with your child is at two 
years of age. Ingrain into his system 
the fact that every bite of food he 
eats and every piece of clothing he 
wears !s bought by toll. 

At twelve years of age every child 
should have an allowance to pay all 
his own necessary expenses, He should 
have help in buying, at first, but 
should soon be given responsibility 
and taught to manage a bank account, 

You don't teach a boy to handle a 
bucksaw by precept alone; you give 
him a saw and a pile of wood and tell 
him to go to work. No girl learns to 
sew by watching mother; she must 
sew, make mistakes and correct them. 

Modernizing one of Poor Richard's 
sayings—"He who spends 17 cents a 
day idly spends idly more than $60 a 
year, which is the price of the use of 
$1,000." Everybody realizes that $1,000 
{s worth while, but we pay little at- 
tention to 17 cents a day. 

Be fair to your boy and to your girl 
and give them a sounder understand- 
ing and a broader vision of the value 
and use of money than your genera- 
tion has had. — People’s Popular 
Monthly.

Brazil Gets Immigrants 

Special inducements offered by Bra- 
zil to immigrants are attracting many 
foreigners to that country. In the 
state of Sao Paulo alone last year 
nearly 97,000 new residents were 
greeted, an increase of 28,000 over the 
arrivals of 1925, the highest figures 
since the World war. To maintain a 
constant supply of agricultural Jabor 
for the coffee plantations, Sao Paulo 
furnishes free transportation for the 
workers, their families and baggage 
from their homes in Burope to Brazil. 
In Brazil food, lodging and medical 
attention at the immigration station 
and free transportation to the final 
destination are also supplied. 


“Medicine” Didn’t Work 


Langkuk, king of the Angas tribe 
in northern Nigeria, according to 
Geoffrey Barkas in the Wide World 
Magazine, controlled his own and sev- 
eral neighboring tribes. He was not 
popular, but he had a useful “medi- 
cine” which was believed to render him 
proof against any spear, arrow or 
knife-thrust, and this was implicitly 
believed in even by the tribes whose 
necks chafed under his yoke. One day, 
in 1918, however, he was ambushed 
and seized, and in deference to his 
“medicine” was trussed up like a 
fowl and boiled in a huge earthenware 
pot.

States Built 20,000 Miles of Surfaced 
Roads Last Year 


More than 13,600 miles of earth roads 
included in the State highway systems of 
the 48 States were surfaced by the several 
highway departments in 1926, according 
to information compiled from State reports 
by the Bureau of Public Roads of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

The total length of surfaced roads con- 
structed by State agencies during the year 
was 19,492 miles, of which 13,664 miles was 
laid over former earth roads and 5,828 miles 
represented a rebuilding of old surfaces. 

he reports show that the total mileage 
of surfaced roads in the State highway 
systems increased by 18,205 miles during the 
year; but of this increase 4,541 miles repre- 
sents no actual work by the States, but con- 
sists merely of mileage transferred from 
county to State jurisdiction, statistical 
changes resulting from resurveys, etc. 

The above figures refer to increases in 
surfaced mileage on the State highway 
systems only and do not include surfacing 
laid by the counties or other local govern- 
ments. They do include, however, all work 
done with Federal aid. 

The statistical table issued by the Federal 
bureau shows that the combined State sys- 
tems embrace 287,928 miles and that of this 
mileage 163,059 miles is surfaced and 28,456 
miles is graded and drained according to 
engineering standards. The State systems 
are now about 66 per cent. initially improved.

Color in Cookery 

This is the prettiest salad I ever 

saw in my life!” sald one of the guests 

; at a luncheon giv- 
en to a group of 
young matrons. 

Before her at 
the little round 
table was a ‘salad 
plate of cool yel- 
low Chinese ware 
holding a round- 
ing bed of Califor- 
nia lettuce. Upon 
the lettuce was 
an amazing-look- 
ing piece of fruit— 
a ball of delicate 
green, with a stem 
at the top. A spoonful of golden may- 
onnalse at one side, and a sprig or 
two of cress, completed the most in- 
viting spring concoction imaginable. 
But what on earth could the fruit be 
for? It was a fruit, as evidenced by 
the stem. Could it be some one of the 
tropical fruits—some queer pome- 
granate or pear or melon? 

The guests peered and wondered. 
But when forks were at last applied 
to the odd fruit and its flavor tasted, 
{t proved to be merely a delicious 
cooked apple, soft but not mushy, 
chilled to perfection and of melt-in- 
the-mouth quality. When begged for 
particulars the hostess explained that 
the apples were peeled, leaving only 
the stem at the top, and boiled until 
tender in a pure sugar sirup to which 
a little green vegetable coloring had 
been added. As it boiled slowly the 
apple absorbed the delicate color and 
became quite a different-looking fruit. 
A alice of lemon had been added to 
the sirup to give zeat. 

“at Christmas time I cooked the 
apples in a bright red sirup,” con- 
fided the housewife, “and you have no 
{dea how pretty they were. They can 
be made pink by using less of the red 
coloring, and there is a yellow dye, 
an orange and a lovely lavender. I 
don’t like to call these colorings 
‘dyes,’ as it doesn’t sound wholesome, 
but of course these vegetable products 
are entirely pure and harmless and 
can be safely used. You can make 
such attractive dishes for luncheons 
by using different color schemes.

Hans Christian Andersen, the fa- 
mous writer of fairy tales for chil- 
dren, was an only child of poor par- 
ents. He was born In 1805, in the 
beautiful little town of Odense, on the 
island of Funen, Denmark, and he {m- 
mortalized his native birthplace in 
the story, “The Bell-Deep.” Son of a 
shoemaker, he was sent to the poor 
house school in the town, where his 
natural abilities and love of study 
caused him to gain distinction. After 
years of struggle, he eventually be- 
came famous, when he visited many 
countries of Europe, and as a notable 
man was much sought after. Ander- 
sen came to know Sir Walter Scott 
and Robert Burns, besides many other 
distinguished writers and poets.

OcpEN, Utan, Jury 15, 1927, In con- 
nection with his transcontinental trip Roger 
W. Babon has spent considerable time in 
studying the mining situation. He visited 
the chief metal producing states. Although 
conditions in these states are rather quiet, 
he is not so pessimistic over copper as are 
many people in the copper sections. His 
complete statement is as follows: 


History of the Industry 


“The copper industry has enjoyed four 
distinct periods. The first period of the 
industry consisted in mining raw copper, the 
bulk of the metal coming from the Lake 
Superior district. The Calumet & Hecla 
mine was the great copper bonanza, and al- 
though its earnings are greatly reduced, it is 
still operating. Most of the Lake mines, 
however, are worked out. The second stage 
consisted of the sulphide mines located 
largely n Montana and centering at Butte. 
The Anaconda mine is perhaps the best illus- 
tration of this class. All such ore requires 
both milling and smelting while much of it 
requires elaborate treatment. ‘The third 
stage of copper mining came with the 
development of the low grade porphyry mines 
or the so-called steam shovel propositions. 
Miami, Inspiration, and Nevada Consoli- 
dated are typical illustrations of this group. 
The latter is located at Ely, Nevada where I 
have been for the past few days. The fourth 
stage is really an extension of the second, 
but consists of the great foreign developments 
such as the Chile mines in South America 
and the Katanga mines in Africa. 

“Tt is this fourth group of mines—namely 
the foreign mines—that have reduced the 
price of copper to its present low level of about 
12 1-2 cents a pound. This low level has 
forced out of business three-quarters of the 
copper mines in the United States. During 
the past week I have witnessed scores of 
mines closed down which would be operating 
on 15 cent copper. I have visited communi- 
ties which were active booming cities when 
copper was at 20 cents, but which today are 
almost depopulated. Yet, if copper should 
go back to even 15 cents a pound these towns 
would again become active and 17 1-2 cent 
copper would make them very prosperous 
communities. Furthermore, 15 cent copper 
—and even 17 1-2 cent copper—would not 
increase the total copper production so much 
as one would think. Seventeen and a 
half cent copper—and even 15 cent copper— 
would be a tremendous help to the United 
States and keep a lot of money in this coun- 
try without increasing the total production 
more than 20%. The mines now producing 
with 12 1-2 cent copper are very large mines 
while the mines which would be brought into 

roducing with higher priced copper would 
small mines. These small mines, however, 
would be scattered over a half a dozen states

communities. know of nothing which 
would so much help Montana, Nevada, 
Arizona, Utah, and one or two other states 
as an increase of 5 cents a pound in the price 
of copper. Of course, an increase in the 
price of silver would also be beneficial. 


Copper Statistics Very Confusing 


_ “The public has never had a square deal 
in connection with copper statistics. The 
insiders have all the facts, but the outsiders 
have only a portion of them. ‘The available 
Statistics, however, show today that produc- 
tion has for the present reached a standstill 
while consumption is still increasing. The 
great Katanga mines in Africa produced even 
less last month than they produced the cor- 
responding month a year ago. Yet, not- 
withstanding a decline in production and an 
increase in consumption, the price of copper 
has been declining. This is a very peculiar 
situation. The common belief out here in 
the copper country is that the price is pur- 
posely being depressed to eliminate the few 
independent mines which are holding on by 
their teeth. Twelve and one half cent copper 
seems to be about the dead line at which the 
average mine can continue to operate and 
barely pay operating expenses without any 
profits. So long as copper remains at 12 1-2 
cents these mines will continue to operate, 
but if the price can be depressed under 12 1-2 
cents these mines can be put out of business. 
I cannot believe that the big operators are 
intentionally carrying on such a program. 
This would be a short sighted policy and 
certainly a policy which would do much 
harm to an important and useful industry. 
“Any such raid on the copper market can, 
however, be only a temporary matter. Ul- 
timately the law of supply and demand 
must reign supreme. Furthermore, the law 
of action and re-action comes into play when 
such manipulation is attempted: When 
the price of any commodity is depressed, 
under such statistical conditions as exist in 
the copper industry today, a violent re- 
action should some day take place. The be- 
lief out here is that when the big operators 
finally eliminate the independents for which 
they are gunning, the price of copper will be 
marked up about 5 cents a pound thus en- 
abling these big operators to reap a rich 
harvest. What will happen after this violent 


and Debt in Mining 


upturn will depend upon production and 
consumption at this future time. I believe, 
however, that the natural increase in con- 
sumption will be enough to enable certain 
mines to again start producing and to con- 
tinue producing for some years to come. 
For this reason I believe that many copper 
communities which are now discouraged have 
justification for taking heart. Moreover, I 
do not believe that the big operators are as 
bad as many people here paint them to be. 
Don’t Become Discouraged Too Early 

“Moreover, other industries are passing 
through experiences similar to those wit- 
nessed today in CY ye mining. Forinstance, 
the coal industry, the lead, and zinc industry, 
and other industries which I might mention 
are some day sure to be more spioepercus 
than at the present time. The gold and silver 
mining is passing through even more trying 
times than that which copper mining is wit- 
nessing. This was forcibly brought to my 
attention by a recent visit to Virginia City, 
Nevada. Here was fouud the famous Com- 
stock Lode which was the source of the 
Mackay and other great fortunes, Over 
$700,000,000 has been taken out of Virginia 
City which once had a oppulation of 40,000 
people. Today it has a population of perha) 
400. I visited the old hotel and saw the 
register which contains the names of the 
world’s leading financiers of forty years ago. 
Probably a quarter of these great men were 
from foreign countries. This hotel—a brick 
building—is said to have sold recently for 
$3,000, Yet, it is entirely possible that Vir- 
ginia City will someday revive, 

“T was born and brought up in Gloucester, 
Massachusetts—the world’s greatest fishing 
port. There I constantly saw the law of 
action and re-action at work. For a series 
of years, the fishing business would be fine. 
Everyone caught lots of fish and the fish 
brought good prices. Then we would have a 
series of years when it was very difficult to 
get any fish or else the price of fish was ab- 
STAY low. The result was that prominent 
fish firms then failed and others were forced 
to consolidate. Atsuch times people believed 
that the fish in the ocean had been all caught, 
and that fishing had seen its best days. Or, 
if the trouble was due to low prices, then we 
would hear that ‘the people had given up

Mexican Indian Ses 
White Man as Monkey 


Usually these people (the Mexican 
Indians) have no correspondence with 
one at all. To them a white man or 
white woman {s a sort of phenomenon, 
just as a monkey is a sort of phenome 
non; something to watch and wonder 
at and laugh at, but not to be taken 
on one’s own plane. 

Now, the white man is a sort of ex- 
traordinary white monkey that, by 
cunning, has learned lots of seml- 
magical secrets of the universe, and 
made himself boss of the show. Im- 
agine a race of big white monkeys got 
up in fantastic clothes, and able to 
kill a man by hissing at him; able to 
leap through the alr in great hops, 
covering a mile in each leap; able to 
transmit thoughts by a moment's ef- 
fort of concentration to some great 
white monkey or monkeyess a thou- 
sand miles away; and you have, from 
our point of view, something of the 
picture that the Indian has of us. 

The white monkey has curious 
tricks. He knows, for example, the 
time. Now, to a Mexican and an In- 
dian, time is a vague, foggy reality. 
There are only three times; en la 
manana, en la tarude, en la noche— 
{n the morning, in the afternoon, in 
the night. There is even no midday, 
and no evening. 

But to the white monkey, horrible 
to relate, there are exact spots of 
time, such as five o'clock, half past 
nine. The day {s a horrible puzzle of 
exact spots of time. 

The same with distance: horrible, 
invisible distances called two miles, ten 
miles. To the Indians, there is near 
and far, and very near, and very far. 
There is two days or one day. But 
two miles are as good as twenty to 
him, for he goes entirely by his feel- 
ings, If a certain two miles feels far 
to him, then it 1s far, it is muy lejos! 
But if a certain twenty miles feels near 
and familiar, then it is not far. Oh, no, 
it {s just a little distance. And he 
will let you set off in the evening, for 
night to overtake you in the wilder- 
ness, without a qualm. It {s not far. 
—D. H. Lawrence in the Adelphi, 
London (Living Age). 


Fish Culture Increasing 

More than 190,000 persons in the 
United States are engaged in fisher 
fes or the fishing industries, a business 
that represents an investment of $202,- 
000,000, according to the annual report 
of the bureau of fisheries, says the 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. 

Fish culture fs steadily developing 
in this country, supporting the con- 
tention that an acre of water can be 
made to produce as much nourishing 
food as an acre of land, the report 
shows. 

About $200,000 worth of trout eggs 
are produced by commercial firms 
each year and surplus fish are mar- 
keted at good prices. The annual out- 
put of goldfish {s approximately 20,- 
000,000, valued at $350,000. More than 
150,000 acres of oyster grounds are 
under lease from Massachusetts to 
Florida, 


Increasing Egg Production 

Feeding hens calclum carbonate, 
which is the chemical name for mar- 
ble, in addition to their regular diet of 
wheat, yellow corn and skim milk, 
alds egg laying, members of the Amer- 
{can Chemical society were told by G. 
Davis Buckner, of the agricultural ex- 
periment station of the University of 
Kentucky. Mr, Buckner has been con- 
ducting a series of experiments on the 
efficacy of various substances added to 
hens’ diet to aid in the formation of 
egg shells. Besides the calclum car- 
bonate, a number of other chemical 
compounds containing calcium were 
tried, but the carbonate proved the most 
effective. It produces heavier eggs 
and more of them,

Tibetan printed books are printed 
from wooden blocks on very fine buff- 
colored paper manufactured in the 
country from the bark of a certain 
shrub, The pages are long and nar- 
row. They are not bound into a vol- 
ume, but lie loosely one above another, 
When not in use the leaves are in- 
closed in two wooden slabs, which are 
often finely carved, and tied with silk 
ribbons, The whole is wrapped in a 
beautifully embroidered silk eover. 
The sacred books of Tibet, produced 
in this way, are regarded with the 
greatest reverence. A lady mission- 
ary working on the borders of Tibet 
suggested to the British and Foreign 
Bible society that a part of the New 
Testament should be produced in Ti- 
betan style, ‘This,” reports the so- 
clety, “has now been done. St. Mark 
has assumed a dress which will make 
a strong appeal to the Tibetans.
